People of the Court.
All of the cost utiles of those who

participated in the court scene were
made from plates furnished by Wil¬
liam I,. Shephard. the artist, and are
of the Klixaliethan period. The la¬
dles' gowns possess high collars^ at
tin back, with square cut, decollctte
bodices, long puffed sleeves defined
by ribbons and Wat tea u trains. The
skirts fall over petticoats of appro-
priate material,- and are plain. The
hair is dressed hu*h upon the head
and was usually surmounted by aig-
rettes of ostrich tips and Jewels.

He did not mind giving
little Tom MeAdams a half-bloek
handicap and then beat him to It.

He never did
have time to stop anil pat a young¬
ster on the head and hand him a pen¬
ny. l»ut he grew with his city and
his country.
He didn't cause much enthusiasm

among the people along Main Street.
They were, not impressed with his
display of pedal activity and stam¬
ina. lie had to show something else.
And he did. He got to be. as every
me knows, the greatest man at fig¬
ures in the United States. But. not
being a politician, he got the worst
of it when the politicians spread their
net. At any rate. John Skelton Wil¬
liams has done more probably than
any one man to put his homo town
on the map of the world. If a town
lean produce one man like tl\atv.lt
can produce more. John Skelton
didn't have « monopoly. His walking
proclivity was primarily responsible
for his success. The activity of hit*
legs kept him awake, and* that gave
him the opportunity to think, an if in
thinking he achieved things.
